Late tid- 
ings are that Guanajuato is comple- 
tely flooded, and water is already in- 
vading the higher parts of the town 
while there is fear that “La Olla” dam 
may give way, which would mean 
complete and general ruin. 

The city is built in a great gorge 
in the mountains, and the streets 
ramble up the mountain side in pic- 
turesque fashion. A storm began fur- 
jously the night of June 30, and after 
midnight no one of the inhabitants 
dared go te bed, so tremendous was 
the fury of the elenrents. The water 
rose in the lower or business streets,

THE REVOLT IN RUSSIA, — 


STUPEFIES 
RUSSIAN ADMIRALTY. 


Commander of Euxine Fleet Has Or- 
dered the Fires Drawn. 


Errant Battleship Kniaz Potemkine is Reported to be 
Off Kustenji, in Rouwmania—The Crew of Georgi 
Pobiedonosetz Surrenders—Odessa Fears a Mutiny of 
Soldiers—Women Fighting Beside the Men,

ST. PETERSBURG, July 3, 3:40 a. 
m.—{By Atlantic Cable.] The unpre- 
cedented epectacie of a powerful mod- 
ern battleship cruising around in the 
Black Sea in the hands of a crew, who, 
under the rules of international law, 
cannot be regarded as other than 
pirates and of the admiral in command 
of the rest of the Euxine fleet frankly 
confessing his inability to cope with 
the situation and ordering the fire; of 
his warships to be drawn has stupe- 
fied the Russian admiralty. 

The whereabouts of the errant bai- 
tleship Kniaz Potemkine is unknown 
here. No plans for capturing her have 

u devised, and the policy of non- 
interference seems to be at present 
-In vogue. The situation would  fur- 
nish a libretto for a comic opera, were 
not the elements of the plot so seri- 
ous. 

Dispatches from Odessa and Sebas- 
topol, which are confirmed by the ad- 
miraity, clear up fully the present sit- 
vation. The Kniaz Potemkine has 
eailed from Odessa, and is now at 
large, and her crew, reinforced by 
sympathizers from shore is atill is 
control of the vessel. 

On the Georgi Pobiedcnosets, whieh 
cast in its fortunes’ with the Kniaz 
.Potemiine after its arrival at Odessa 
and landed its officers, the more loyal 
or more timorous portion of the crew 
again gained the upper hand and 
agreed to surrender and disarm the 
ship. The rest of the squadron re- 
turned to Sebastopol without ventuf- 
ing to take up the gauntlet thrown 
down by the mutifigers on the Kniaz 
Potemkine and Admiral Kruger after 
a council of war, finding that he could 
not depend on his crews, ordered the 
fires drawn beneath the boilers of his 
ships and gave permission to all the 
disaffected officers and sailors to quit 
the vessels and go ashore. The sailors 
of the Ekaterina Il were known to 
be so mutinous that the battleship 
was left behind when the squadorn 
started for Odessa, the whole crew 
dismissed and the ship disarmed. 

The Kniaz Potemkine, which was 
steering a scutherly course when she 
left Odessa, would, within a few hours 
be south of Russian limits and may 
next be heard from at some Balkan 
or Turkish post. 

The spirit manifested throughout 
the fleet goes far to explain the de- 
feat in the Sea of Japan,.as a large 
part of the crew, especially those of 
Admiral Nebogatoff's division, were 
drafted from the Euxine Sea, and evi- 
dently were not in a mind to offer a 
stout fight. 

The proclamation attached to the 
dead body of the Kniaz .Potemkine 
sallor Omiltchuk at Odessa, the text 
of which was received yesterday, con- 
firms the statement of the author- 
ities that the revolt was engineered 
by Socialist revolutionists. The proc- 
lamation terminated with the slogan 
of the party, “One for all, and all for 
one.”> This makes the situation much 
more serious than would have been 
the matter of simple disaffection, and 
gives rise to the greatest apprehension 
that the revolutionary organization 
may have conducted an equally suc- 
cessful propaganda among the soldiers, 
the results of which will be suddenly 
manifested when the army is called 
upon in some internal emergency.

The news now c@ing through is too 
confused and contradictory to permit 
any reliable estimate as to how wide- 
spread the insurrectionary movement 
among the troops may be. It seems to 
be confined to reservists, instead of to 
regular troops in most places.

The reservists have arms, and the 
regular soldiers, except the Cossacks, 
who might be induced to fire on the 
general populace, cannot be relied upon 
to attack their brothers in uniform. 

The question of the hour is, how can 
th® Russian people be rescued from 
tyranny without indiscriminate slaugh- 
ter surpassing the French Revolution 
in horror? It seems impossible, for a 
bloodless coup d'etat has no chance of 
success. There is, however, a well-de- 
fined organized party of Russian Lib- 
erals who are awaiting the proper 
movement to seize the government and 
install a new régime.

The diplomet pointed out that at the 
breaking-off of diplomatic relations by 
Japan and Russia, the whole Japanese 
nation expressed its sympathy . with 
Baron Rosen, who was then Minister 
to Japan, and during his progress 
throuh the streets of Tokio, when he 
was leaving for Russia, the people 
bared their heads and stood in silence.

HAY'’S DEATH 
REGRETTED. 


U necle Sam’s Far Eastern 
Policy Needed Him. 
Talk of Root or Choate as His 

Successor. 
Late Secretary's Corpse on 
Way to Ohio.

OYSTER BAY, July 2.—The Presi- 
dent has prepared the forma! proclama- 
tion announcing the death of John Hay, 


Secretary of State, and it will be pro-' 


mulgated tomorrow in Washington. The 
proclamation will be forwarded by maul 
to all Ambassadors and Ministers of 
the United States in foreign countries, 
and also will be transmitted officially 
to the diplomatic representatives at 
Washington of foreign nations. The fol- 
lowing is the full text of the announce- 
ment: . 

A proclamation by the 
the United States: 

John Tal, Secretary of State of the 
United States, died on July 1/— His 
death is a crushing sorrow to his 
friends; is to the people of the country 
a national bereavement, and in addi- 
tion, it is a serious loss to mankind, 
for to him it was given to stand as a 
leader in the effort to better world con- 
ditions by striving to advance the 
cause of international peace and jus- 
tice. 

He entered the public service as the 
trusted and intimate companion of 
Abraham Lincoln, and for well nigh 
he served his country with 
loyal devotion and high ability in many 
positions of honor and trust, and 
finally he crowned his life work by 
serving as Secretary of State with such 
farsightedness of the future and such 
loyalty to lofty ideas as to confer 
lasting benefits not only upon our own 
country, but upon all the nations of 
the world. 

As a suitable expression of national 
mourning, I direct that the diplomatic 
representatives of the United States in 
all foreign countries display the flags 
over their embassies and legations at 
half-mast for ten days; that for a 
like period the flag of the United States 
be displayed at half-mast at all forts 
and military posts; and at alj naval 
stations and on all vessels of the United 
States. 

I further order that, on the day of 
the funeral, the executive departments 
of the city of Washington be closed, 
and that on all public buildings 
throughout the United States the na- 
tional flag be displayed at half-mast. 

Done at the city of Washington, this, 
the third day of July, A.D. 1905, and of

no time since Mr. Hay formulated his 


“open door” policy for China will that 
policy be under greater strain and in 
greater danger than during the peace 
negotiations, and every move in those 
negotiations will directly affect Amer- 
ican interests in the Far East. 

Two names are generally mentioned 
in Washington in connection with the 
vacancy in the State Department; the 
first is that of Elihu Root, who not 
many months ago retired from the 
War Department, after a most bril- 
liant career there, to enter upon law 
practice in New York. 

The friends of the President say 
that when Mr. Hay’s health commenced 
breaking up, early in the spring, the 
Chief Executive expressed the hope 
that if Mr. Hay found himself unable 
to continue in the State Department 
he could induce Mr. Root to come 
again into his Cabinet and direct the 
foreign relations of this government. 
There is no man, aside from the Presi- 
dent, more completely familiar with Mr. 
Hay's great policies than is Root, and 
there probably is no man in the whole 
country in whose ability the President 
has greater confidence. It is considered 
extremely doubtful, however, if Root 
ae be induced to return to Washing- 
on, | 

The name of Joseph H. Choate, who 
has lately returned after brilliant serv- 
ice to his country as Anvbassador at 
the court of St. James, comes next. 
As Ambassador to England, Mr. Choate 
necessarily was in closest touch with 
world policies during the Japanese- 
Russian war, and is thoroughly in- 
formed. 

Other names are talked about, 
among them being that of Secretary of 
War Taft, now on his way to the Phil- 
ippines.

COUNCIL ORDERS DISARMING.

SEBASTOPOL, July 2.—[(By Atlantic 
Cable, St. Petersburg.} Immediately 
after the Black Sea squadron arrived 
here Saturday, a council of admirals 
and captains was held on board the 
flagship Roseilav, Vice-Admiral Kru- 
ger presiding.

ORGANIZED CONSPIRACY.

ST. PETERSBURG, July 2.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Vessels of the volun- 
teer fleet and many warehouses have 
been burned at Odessa, and foreign 
ships and warehouses have been dam- 
aged to the extent of 60,000,000 roubles 
($25, 750 , 000. ) 

It had been well known for a long 
time that the men of the Black Sea 
fleet were in a dangerously mutinous 
condition. The conspiracy has been 
well organized, and the conspirators 
are supplied with funds. St. Peters- 
burg is suspicious of the fleet’s depar- 
ture from Odessa. It is feared by 
many officials that the rebels have 
seized the other vessels, and are in- 
tending to bombard the towns along 
the coast.

Mobilization riots are reported from 
Kursk and Moscow. In some cases the 
men burned their officers.alive.

The workmen of the Nikolaiev Ad- 
miralty Works have joined the revolu- 
tionists. Cronstadt is occupied by 
large bodies of troops on account of 
the harbor strikes.

The numerous other completed 
buildings, and those in course of con- 
struction were also inspected by the 
eurious crowd whd thus found enter- 
tainment until the new Venice Band 
made its initial appearance at 2:30 in 
the afternoon at an improvised band 
stand fronting the amphitheater adja- 
cent to the swimming pool. This or- 
ganization of fifty pieces, under the di- 
rection of W. R. Ahrend, rendered a 
pleasing programme of eight numbers, 
and the appreciation of each selection 
was such that encores forced responses. 


Every seat in the amphitheater was. 
‘eceupied, and hundreds stood to en- 


joy the treat. At 5 o’clock the first of 
a series of outdoor song services. was 


given at the grand stand at the pool. 

In the evening the band rendered a 
sacred concert in the Auditorium, and 
for a second time on Venice's first dey 
that building was filled. The  pro- 
gramme consisted of selections from 
operas ard classics, and was greatly en- 


joyed, aa evidenced by the hearty en- 


cores. 

In the evening the Cabrillo was again 
the acené of a banquet. It was ten- 
dered by members of the Country Club 
to the South Coast Yacht Club. Covers 
were laid for four score, and the menu 
was no less elaborate than that of the

lo handie the multitudes. This was 
‘Gone with such success that not the 
slightest accident marred the pleasure 
of the day. 

The dedica of the Auditorium 
was the crowtling feature of a day 
of pleasant surprises. At 10:30 a. m. 
nearly every one of the three thou- 
sand opera chairs in this immense 
Dbuliding was occupied and the acous- 
tic properties of the hall proved so 
-exmeelient that a word softly 
spoken from the stage was heard dis- 
tinctly tm the farthest corner of the 


The address of the day was deliv- 
ered by Rev. B. Fay Mills, president 
of the Venice Assembly. His subject 
was Relation of Modern Science 
and Religion.” 

ADDRESS OF MILL#. 

“We afe told by our gre&test men,” 
he said, “that the nineteenth century 
equaled in discovery and invention and 
social progress all the preceding cen- 
turies of human existence. We learned 
coneerning the universe the great les- 
son of order. It became not a wonder- 
world, but a wondrous world, and the 
basis was iaid for a rational faith in 
law, order and purpose. We learned 
the lesron of the certainty of develop- 
ment, evolution, progress, and gained 
standing ground for human hope. We 
discovered that tills is a universe and 
got a diverse, aud the practice of uni- 
versal brotherhood became the only 
reasonable method of human existence. 
We explored the surface of the world 
and analyzed its constituents untill we 
‘found that every form of matter might 
be converted into every other form, 
and our scientiets practically agreed 
‘that matter itself was a form of force. 
We came for the Wirst time to know 
mankind and human development, 
tracing human evolution from the 
lower orders of creation to the most 
exalted man, developing the se!f-con- 
sciousness which revealed to him his 
kinship with the Divine. 

“The discoveries of the twentieth 
century have been yet greater. In 
less than three years our astronomers 
have witnessed for the first time the 
making of a world in the new star in 
Perseus, and have verified their theo- 
ries of the growth of the cosmos, our 
physicists have found and weighed an 
atom only one-thousandth part as 
heavy as the lightest previously 
known: our biologists have hatched 
star-fieh without fertilization; our 
chemists have found a substance more 
marvelous than all else known in the 
miracie-working radium, and our in- 
Ventors have sailed beneath the sea, 
navigated the air and talked hundreds 
of miles through space. We seem 
about to silence the Sphinx by answer- 
ing the old question as to the purpose 
of existence. All this to. me points 
to ‘a reat inspiration for human 
knowledge, expérience and conduct. 

“On one occasion, when invited to 

liver an address on a topic to be 
c by the speaker, I was some- 
what at a ioss to select a subject, 
when a friend said: ‘Why not speak 
on the inepiration of the moment?’ 
and immediately, although in a differ- 
ent sense from what was in his mind, 
my topic had come to me. 

“The inspiration of the moment— 
What a moment! I have no patience 
With thore whe tell us that this is a 
materialistic age. It is an age of 
giorious preparation for the grandest 
spiritual manifestation of history. The 
earth if not so solid as it was. It be- 
gins to melt. We are annthilating the 
physical; the future belongs to tne 
peychoiogist. It was only yesterday 
that we girdied the world with iron 
bands; and now we are piercing it 
owr vision, and listening with 
Our ears to catch whispers a 
ihousend miles away. seem to be 
irembiing on the verge of a great dis- 
covery that shall reveal the old mys- 
tery of the incaiculable power of hu- 
man thought and make the universe 
(pully one to the simplest observer. 
Sowiy as yet, but surely, we are per- 
spiriteal philosophy that 
shail bani#h disease, that shall destroy 
Geath, tirat shall cause all men every- 
where to took, not vpon the things 
that aré seen and temporal, but upon 
the things that are unreen and eter- 
eal. It ta mot inconsistent with what 
we know of the past. it i# not incon-. 
slatent with the great revelation of 
Sod. to believe that ihe world of spint 
is about 16 be more fuliy revesied unto 


nen. 

“The veil between the world of mat- 
ter and the world of force has grown 
esceedingiy thin--we even begin to 
suspect that it wae never there. We 
weather up the precious fruilage of the 
past, we hold fast that which Is good 
and we reach forth to that Which ie 
before, ali the while emphasizing the 
fact that truth iteeif ise neither pest, 


nor future, but  eternai, 
progressively apprehended by

ness, bitterness, meanness, exclusive- 
hess, all to bé@ swept away. Millions 
hungering for the prophet's voice, and 
the reformer’s call and the apostie’s 
organization. Oh, may we not truly 
Say that we have come into God's 
kingdom for such a time as this?’ 

Mr. Mills then proceeded to develop 
the connection between human progress 
end a reasonable religion of faith, hope 
and love, and closed with the following 
peroration: 

“There is only one mortality, and 
that is the mortality of t twentieth 
eentury—of truest sympathy. And 
there has been a greater growth of sym- 
pathy in the world In the last century 
than in all the centuries that preceded 
it, put together. It has abolished 


siavery,; it has prompted us to all sorts 


of combinations; it has ufged us to 
the benevolence of the time—the kind- 
heartedness expressing iiseif in a 
thousand ways. Listen carefully. Steam 
always exisied, it was always power- 
fui; but men did not always know it, 


and when they knew it they could not 


use it. Electricity was always a vital 


force, perhaps one of the primal forces, 


but man did not know it, and when he 


knew it, he did not know how to use it 
-—he does not know in any large sense 


how to use it yei. But what did we 


do with steam? We made our engines, 
and then steam meant something to us. 


And we made our machines and then 


electricity meant something to us. And 
de you know that we discovered in our 


time the great principle of association, 


of the unity of man, of the oneness of 


the universe—let us make engines and 
machinery for its expression! What 
shall make available our discovery of 
human sympathy, our theories of the 


solidarity of the race, of the essential 


practical community and the brother- 
hood of all the universe? What shall 


do it? It is waiting for expression; It 


is ‘Waiting for your brain and mine to 


invent the machines to express it—this 
marvelous mora! advance of the past 
century. 


“And | answer you: A new educa- 


tion, a new industry, a new commerce, 
and a new poiitics. We have been Ben- 
jamin Franklins, and have sent out 
kites into the heavens for direct revela- 
tion regarding human association and 
conduct, and the key held in the hand 
has flashed with the eternal brijliance 
and given us 4 new vision of what the 
human rece was destined to become. 
Isaiah and John and Plato and Thomas 
Moore and Philip Sidney are to be jus- 
tified in the seers of today, who have 
outiined the new world that is to be 
bullded upon our glorious earth. Any- 
thing else is not worth the doing. I 
will say it again-—anything else is not 
worth the doing. This gives us the spir- 
‘tual machinery for the development of 
the spirit 

the new expression of  religion—the 
crowning triumph of humanity. And 
this century shell be not so much a 
climax as an inspiration; it will be not 
so much a century that has gathered 
the fruits of the past as a century that 
has sown the marvelous seed for the 
iliimitable harvest of the future.

Big Lake Yacht Would Have Been 
the Victor but for an Accident at 
the Turning Point—Heavy Sea 
That Rolled in Handicapped Small 
Boate—Long Point Cruise Today. 


In that part of the blue deep that 
lies outside the Venice of America, the 
yacht Mischief gained a victory yes- 
terday, not only over the rivals that 
have often met her before, but also, it 
is thought, over the big scow freak De- 
troit, which was imported from the 
Great Lakes for the purpose of sweep- 
ing the Pacific Coast from end to end. 

The larger yachts of Class A and the 
Vessels of the smaller classes, B and 
C, were all started together by the 
gun on Commodore H. H. Sinclair's 
flagship, the schooner Lurline, on which 
there was a party of ladies. The Class 
A salled for the Venice cup, a trophy 
put up by McKinney and other persons 
interested in the welfare of the new 
city of the sea that has suddenly ap- 
peared on these shores by rubbing of 
some magic lamp.

EFERENDUM VOID. 

That was a far-reaching decision 
by Judge Torrance of the San ‘Diego 
Superior Court on Friday last. If it 
be allowed to stand—and it will stand 
until overthrown by a higher court— 
its effect will be to discredit the “in- 
itiative, referendum and recall” pro- 
+ visions of city charters which contain 
those archaic and obsolete provisions, 
borrowed in most part from a remote 
past, in the forlorn hope of applying 
them successfully to modern condi- 
tions. 

Briefly, the ground of Judge Tor- 
rance’s decision is that the referen- 
dum is unconstitutional, because it 
changes the municipal government 
from a representative form, as pro- 
vided by the organic law, into a sim- 
ple democracy, in which laws are en- 
acted directly by vote of the majority. 
“In the provisions of the State Con- 
stitution, permitting the adoption of 
freeholders’ charters,” he says, “I can- 
not discern any intention on the part 
of the people to revalutionize the 
scheme of municipal government 
which has always obtained in this 
State and throughout the United 
States; and until the people of Cal- 
ifornia have clearly expressed in the 
Constitution their purpose that the 
municipalities of this State shall be- 


ment the law-making power of a city 
must remain in a representative legis- 
tive body.” 

This is obviously a sound con- 
clusion. If the question is ever car- 
ried to the Supreme Court on its 
merits, that body will, without much 
@ubt, hold the “referendum,” the “in- 
itiative,” and the “recall” to be in- 
valid, because opposed to the organic 
law, which prescribes for municipal- 
ities a representative form of govern- 
ment, not a government of the “town 
meeting” order. 

As has been pointed out, there would 
be as mutch sense in establishing two 
executive departments in a munici- 
pality as in providing for two legis- 
lative departments. We should prac- 
tically have the latter condition if the 
City Council makes laws and the peo- 
ple by direct legislation do the same 
thing. The whole idea is absurd, and 
out of harmony with the forms and 
practices of representative govern- 
ment. | 


In the Davenport recall case, the 
validity of this freak legislation known 
‘as the “initiative, referendum and 
recall,” was not passed upon by the 
Supreme Court. The “recall” case 
was decided in favor of Mr. Daven- 
port on the ground of the insufficiency 
of the petition upon which. the elec. 
tion for his recall was brought. If 
the Supreme Court had passed upon 
the main question, it would probably 
have declared the “recall” amend- 
ment invalid, and with it would have 
gone the “initiative” and the “refer. 
endum”—twin relics of damphoolish- 
ness. 

It is to be hoped that, for the sake 
of setting at rest all doubt in the 
premises, the Supreme Court may be 
asked to pass upon the validity of 
these charter amendments in the near 
future. Uniess the decision of Judge 
Torrance be held a. sufficient prece- 
dent (which is hardly.to be expected, 
in a matter so important,) this ques- 
tion will eventually reach the Supreme 
Court in such a way that its main 
issue must be determined authorita- 
tively. It would probably have bee: 
carried to the higher court on the 
anti-saloon initiative ordinance, If 
that ordinance had received a ma- 
| jority of the votes cast at the recent 
special election, for no legal expedient 
would have been omitted to overthrow 
that ordinance, if it had carried.

its demerits. 


AN FRANCISCO’S DILEMMA, 

San Francisco is handicapped in 
the race with Los Angeles; its people 
lack civic pride; one does not hear 
her populace rejoicing in their home 
city or expressing thankfulness that 
their lines are cast in pleasant places; 
each class strives to hurt the others, 
and the Bay City, lying so close to 
heaven as to be just within the Gol- 
den Gate, apparently strives to achjeve 
conditions more apt to the other and 
hotter place. 

All the people of San Francisco are 
not bad, nor do’ the majority of them 
advocate misrule, notwithstanding the 
facts that Schmitz has been twice 
elected Mayor. Trades-unionism is 
dominant, and as near an approach to 
anarchy as is possible in California 
there obtains. In fact the majority 
is in favor of law, order and decency, 
but in order to maintain those 
things they will not sacrifice time 
and private business to the public 
good, except spasmodically when mu- 
nicipal conditions become unendur- 
able. No one cares to fight the tough 
element and, as a natural result of 
popular supineness, that element con- 
trols to such an extent that even 
children, hoodlum newsboys, insult 
the community with impunity. 

How this monstrous condition has 
become possible can be understood 
only by scanning the history of the 
city. 

Prior to 1898, San Francisco had, as 
its constitution, an old ramshackle 
combination called “The Consolida- 
tion Act” which permitted all sorts 
of abuses; political bosses of the worst 
type, under it, got control and ran 
the municipal machine for their own 
benefit and on the road to destruction. 


Good citizens sought to correct these ' 


| evils by getting a new charter which 
they accomplished in a spasm of polit- 
ical virtue which wiped out the bosses 
and elected James D. Phelan, a strong, 
honest native son of California, the 
best Mayor San Francisco ever had, 
and whose clear perception of right 
would not let him truckle to trades:- 
unionism, which, in a teamsters’ strike, 
arrayed itself against law by making 
criminal assaults on non-union driv- 
ers. Mayor Phelan put policemen 
where they could do the most good, 
on the seat with independent drivers, 
and the strike failed. 

Cities, like republics, are ungrateful. 
The tough trade-union element 
venged itself by destroying Pheian’s 
political career, while good citizens 
relapsing into municipal sloth stood 
aloof, and the result is the present 
“Schmitz-Ruef” reign of terror. 

_ The remedy is patent, but, probab- 
ly, will not be applied. The majority 
of voters, being opposed to misrule, 
can end it by waiving party discipline 
and uniting on the right man for 
Mayor, but in each of the great par- 
ties there is a coetrie of men who 
have achieved ‘such prominence as 
gives them hopes for nomination and 
election to municipal] offices. Non-par- 
tisanship strikes at the root of these 
hopes, and in all probability each 
party will, at the election next No- 
vember, present a full, partisan ticket 
from Mayor down, and the Schmitz- 
Ruef, trades-union combination will 
slip between, get Schmitz reé@lected 
and continue in their evil courses un- 
til another spasm of municipal virtue 
shall wipe them out and temporarily 
restore order. | 


ISERABLE SCOUNDRELS. 

Death on the desert-—death of 
thirst—is one of the most horribie 
deaths that can befall a human being. 
Those who have been for even a few 
hours without water, under the burn- 
ing glare of an Arizona sun, may 
faintly appreciate what such a death 
means. 

A few years ago, following persistent 
agitation on the subject, some sign- 
posts were erected at different points 
on the desert, in San Bernardino 
county, to indicate where the wells and 
springs are located. These have doubt- 
less been the means of saving many 
lives. Only a few days ago the body of 
a man who had died from thirst was 
found near the Mexican line, on the 
Colorado Desert, within a few hundred 
yards of a flowing spring. 

But now listen to this: The Times re- 
cently mentioned that some creatures, 
whom it would be base flattery to des- 
ignate as men, have deliberately cut 
down several of these signposts for 
firewood. But worse yet. The Mining 
Review tells of a case in which some 
young men, crossing the desert section 
of San Bernardino county had, in a 
spirit of fun—save the mark—moved a 
water-well guide post to a_ distant 
point, so that the information given on 
the signpost would prove to be decep- 
tive to anyone reading it. 

‘These young devils had probably 
been brought up on yellow colored.Sun- 
day supplements, in’ which the only 
fun consists in giving pain or incen- 
venience to someone else. A fitting 
punisti.ment would be to chain them to 
a post in the desert, without water, for 
forty-eight hours. e 


New England Farms. 

It is an interesting fact that Portu- 
guese farmers take the old. farms, 
abandoned because Americans could 
not get a living from them, rapidly 
bring the land up to fertility and soon 
have comfortable homes with evidence 
of general prosperity. Perhaps the 
explanation lies in the fact that they 
are workers, and no member of of the 
family, big enough or well enouprh to 
do anything, is an idler. The old will- 
ingness for hard work seems to have 
died out im parts of New England, so 
far as natives are concerned, and the 
tendency of the past two or three gen- 
erations has been to look for “soft 
jobs.” To that is due abandoned and 
wornout farms and scrub growth where 
once the scythe swung or the cattle 
pastured. The independence of farm 
life has n exchanged for the uncom- 
fortable flat, the uncertain wages of 
the shop and wearing experience of 
cities. If the spirit of sturdy inde- 
pendence survived these farms which 
have gone into the hands of immi- 
grants would always have fed, clothed 
and much more than that, a contented 
and prosperous community of native 
Americans. As it is, a great change is 


sweeping over rural New England.—

Just as the overflow of the Nile en- 
riches Egypt, so our American patriot- 
ism Overfliows once each year and en- 
riches our national life. Our foreign 
population need to be submerged in 
this once every year to make them good 
Americans. For the benefit of our 
youth the Fourth of July should be re- 
ligiousiy observed by every one; all 
nationalities should be glad they have 
their homes in this country, and should 
play ‘Yankee Doodle’ together next 
Tuesday in a spirit of unity, friendship 
and joy. .

It was in the 
days of siavery, when the slaves who 
escaped by the underground railway 
fled to Canada, for no slave lived under 
the Union Jack or breathed British air.

The captain told his story to 
the 4raveler, saying, ‘In twenty min- 
utes he'll be free.” When the steamer 
Was nearing the Canadian banks, the 
Slave crept carefully out of his hiding 
place to the bow of the boat, and when 
it was six feet Gom the landing, he 
leaped on shore shouting, “Oh, God, I'se 
free, I'se free.”’’

There is not a harbor where our flag 
is not welcome, a position never at- 
tained by any other nation, but who 
ever thinks «f the few men and women 
who laid the foundations? A handful 
who stood for liberty and truth. There 
is nothing more unselfish, heroic, noble 
and divine than the willing renuncia- 
tion of the men and women who began 
the fabric to which we are now adding 
our work. How marvelous is this pa- 
triotic impulse that makes us rejoice in 


the Lord. I love to tell tae foreign-born | 


people of mry congregations that birth 
does not make an American. This na- 
tion is lifted up, and is drawing all 
men unto it, for all believe in its solid- 
ity, and no nation was ever so exalted 
except the Jewish. All that kings can 
do for their countries is.done. The 
world has no use for kings. I believe 
the child is born who will see the end 
of all kingdoms. The leaven is spread- 
ing. The two liberators of the race 


and Thomas Jefferson. One was the 
liberator of the soul, the other of the 
body. Their work is not finished, only 
well begun, 

“This is the time to preach not only 
patriotism but purity. Some say Amer- 
ica is going backward. God's work 
never goes back, though apparently at 
times it seems so. The world is grow- 
ing better; this is the best Sunday we 
have ever seen. There was never @ 
time when a bad man had so little 
chance as now; no bad, man can get 
within a thousand miles of a high of- 
fice. It is a good time to look back 
at the heroes of the revolution. Look 
at Washington—the richest man in the 
United States—worth half a_ million, 
which was as much then as Rockefel- 
ler’s fortune is now. Look at Living- 
stamme, Adams, Jefferson, Hancock, 
Franklin! Hancock said when they 
were signing the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence: must hang together,’ 
and sturdy old Franklin added: ‘Yes, 
or we'll hang separately.” These men 
staked their all for the nation. The 
test of patriotism is the tenacity of 
purpose when the grinding strain shall 
cCOfM#e as it did to these men. No pen- 
siens were in sight of the revolutionary 
svidiers—‘boys in buff.” 

“Every nation has a weak point, and 
ours is predisposed to covetousness. 
The strain always comes on, the one 
weak link in our ¢haracter as a person 
or a nation, so we have to fight the one 
point whatever it. may be. We are 
sometimes called the land of the dollar. 
We see with horror what men are led 
to do through covetousness. Many 
have no time to enjoy things; they are 
postponing everything till riches come. 
We must strike the ax at lucre, and de- 
velop a kindly, liberal and loving spirit. 
We have no reason for not being joy- 
ful and glad in the Lord.” 


Dr. Wilkins’s Strong Sermon. 


One of the most timely of the minis- 
terial Fourth of July discourses was 
delivered yesterday evening ia St. 
Paul's Pro-Cathedral by the dean, Rev. 
Dr. J. J. Wilkins. 

Dr. Wilkins chose “Loyalty to Amer- 
icanism” as his theme, and adhered 
rigorously to his (ithe, illustrating his 
sermon-motif with many striking iil- 
lustrations. “We shall do well to re- 
member what God has given us,” said 
the preacher. “He has given us a new 
continent, magnificent and vast; un- 
numbered acres full of the bread of 
life] the best of a@ll zones beneath the 
radiant sky; untold brooks, rivers and 
kts as irrigators; wood, stone, coal, 
irom, cotton, oil, and the precious met- 
als in abundance; he has wonderfully 
distributed our Yesources as to require 
the \most extended commerce, and the 
varied activities of agriculture, manu- 
facture and trade—activities that re- 
quire work, and return vitality and 
strength.” 

Passing on, and reviewing in clear- 
cut simile our recent national progress, 
through territorial expansion and com- 
mercial extension, Dr. Wilkins came to 
the subject of work and workers—the 
peletions of employer and employé, 
which he deems the paramount subject 
of tite day. 

His words, carefully chosen, are, well 
worth repetition upon this momentous 
question. He said, in part:. 

“It follows that loyalty to American- 
ism demands that we srall protect the 
independence of the individual— the lib- 
erty of the individual to do, within the 
limits of organic and expressed law, 
what he pleases and has a right to do. 

‘The most noticeable fact today is 
the combination of capital and the or- 
ganization of labor. The trend of these 
two great industrial forces is indis- 
putably along the lines of consolidation 
and organization. I do not decry this 
tendency. Only thus, I am sure, are 
the great material results of the day 
made possible.

the dust because of some supposed 
benefit to the many, makes their cost 
too dear. The combine crushes or swal- 
lows the individual, and he is assaulted 
and his rights are trampled upon as 
though he were an outlaw. 

“Precisely so it is with organizations 
of labor. The ‘walking delegate’ pro- 
motes, and the leaders order a strike. 
The organization throws down its tools 
and refuses to work, and every indi- 
vidual member is forced to go with the 
organiaztion. 

“No man dares to gay, ‘I have a fam- 
ily to support, I prefer to work.’ Not 
content with thus enslaving him, the 
organization keeps away, by force, if 
necessary, men who would work in his 
place. It not only coerces its own in- 
dividual members with the accumu- 
lated force of numbers, but also threat- 
ens any outsiders who, in the exercise 
of their individual liberty seek to take 
their places. 

“And so we have come to such a 
pass, in this boasted land of freedom 
and liberty, and no individual Jda- 
borer dares to assert his liberty in the 
matter of work, and no individual em- 
ployer or contractor is at liberty to 
carry on his work as he thinks best. 

“*Yes,’ may be said, ‘but may not a 
man be compelled by law to do that 
which he does not wish to do?’ Cer- 
tainly, and let me suggest a form of 
law which exactly expresses that which 
the organization attempts to do by 
force and without law—just the law 
under which all the recent strikes in 
our land seem to have been conducted. 
Be it enacted that, where two or more 
men are engaged in the same work 
they shall enter into an organization, 
and thereafter no member shall work 
for a longer time, or less wages, or in 
any other place or manner, than the 
majority shall determine; and if the 
employer shall discharge anhy~ member, 
or attempt to employ one not a mem- 
ber, all shall stop work, and by force, 
clubbing, shooting, maiming, strive to 
prevent others from taking their places. 

“Under just such a law the union 
teamsters and others of Chicago seem 
recently to have operated, and I ask 
how much of American liberty is ex- 
pressed by such a law, and where is 
the true American citizen who would be 
willing to father such legislation? 

“It does not necessarily follow that 
such united action has or will improve 
the material condition of the individual. 
The perfection of such organization is 
found in China, and there the organi- 
zation, and ‘walking delegate’ and the 
grand master, have been superseded by 
companies. Mark that word ‘compa- 
nies,’ for it’ means an organization 
within and superior to the organization, 
and which takes the targer part of the 
earnings of both the individuals and 
the first organiaztion! 

“The truth is, brother men, you may 
fill your statutes with all sorts of guar- 
antees of personal liberty that the 
mind of man can conceive, but unless 
you have a universal public opinion 
back of those statutes that will thun- 
der ‘Stop!’ in the ears of every such 
trespasser upon human liberty, you 
may find within the forms of law the 
most abject personal servitude. 

“So long as any single man, the hum- 
blest and the weakest in the land, may 
not enter into business or engage in la- 
bor such as his means will permit, and 
his inclination determine, just so long 
is personal liberty and freedom an un- 
accomplished fact. 

“Are we -to be forever calling out the 
militia to protect property from the 
hands of strikers? Are bayonets to be 
a constant factor in our civilzation’ 
We are disloyal to Americanism when 
we encourage or even countenance the 
combine, or look in silence upon the 
growing servitude of the individual to 
the organization.” 


The Foundation of the Church. 

At the First Christian Church yester- 
day morning the pastor, A. C. Smither, 
began a series of ten special vacation 
services for July. He will preach each 
Sunday morning of the month on some 
feature of the church. Yesterday morn- 
ing his topic was: “The Foundation of 
the church.” He said in part: 

“The church of Jesus Christ rests 
upon the great truth that Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God and Savior of the 
world. The church cannot be divorced 
from this truth which is vital and 
fundamental. Men may be organized 
into societies ignoring this vital truth, 
but they are not true churches of Jesus 
Christ. This great truth of the divine 
Sonship of Jesus was foretold by the 
prophets, enunciated by the great 
Teacher Himself and confirmed by the 
works and powers of God, 

‘This is a divine foundation because 
laid by divine hands and subserving a 
divine purpose. Upon this foundation 
rests the church of Christ which, like 
its founder, must be divine and carry 
out the eternal work. It is because 
ef our union with this truth that we 
may be united with God in faith, nature 
and life. As Jesus shared the human 
by coming into earthly flesh, so may 
we share the divine by being lifted into 
touch and fellowship with the Infinite 
and Eternal. This new relation to 
God ts wrought by the Holy Spirit who 
is the regenerating and sanctifying 
agent of the church of Christ on the 
earth,”

In the absence of Rev. Benjamin 
Fay Mills at the Venice Assembly, 
Reynold E. Blight occupied the plat- 
form of The Fellowship, at Hall No.

it Was in a Spandau Dungeon That 
Baron Van-Trenck Was Long 
Confined. 


{Baltimore American:] Spandau, by 
‘decision of the Kaiser, has ceased to 
be a fortress, an announcesnent which 
recalls to mind the fact that, formerly 
the favorite residence of the electors 
of Brandenburg, it has for more than 
three hundred years been regarded as 


has not only been a great fortress, but 
also a place for the incarceration of 
prisoners of state. One of the most 
famous of the captives ever confined 
within its walls was Baron) Frederick 
von der Trenck, whd was cast into a 
dungeon on the discovery of his in- 
fatuation for Princess Amelia, of 
Prussia, and of the ‘latter's reciproca- 
tion of the affection. The Princess's 
brother, Frederick the Great, regarded 
this romance not merely as Insolence, 
but as high treason. The Baron man- 
aged to escape from Spandau in: the 
most marvelous and sensational man- 
ner, and on being recaptured some 
years later, and confined in a special- 
ly constructed cell at Spandau, with 
an exceptionally heavy set of trons for 
his hands, his waist and his feet, nev- 
ertheless succeeded in once more giv- 
‘ing the King the sii). It“ was oniy 
towards the close vf his reign that 
Frederick the Great, moved by Prin- 
cess Amelta's constant appeals, re- 
moved the ban against him, and per- 
mitted him to return to Prussia, where 
he is said to have had an affecting in- 
terview with the Princess, a few _— 
before her death.

Turbines on War Vessels. 

Commander A. B. Canaga, the naval 
engineer officer who made the trans- 
Atlantic trip on the turbine steamship 
Victorian recently for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the turbine mech- 
anism would be applicable to naval 
vessels as a means of propulsion, has 
reported that the energy and intelli- 
gence now besiowed on the turbine 
motors will decide the position the tur- 
to take compared with the 
reciprocating engine. The change, he 
points out, is not easily made. The 
cruising turbines require additiona! en- 
gine room space, and add somewhat 
to the weight of the propelling ma- 
chinery. He does not consider this in- 
crease a loss, as the combination of the 
cruising with the main turbines enables 
a vessel so fitted to keep the sea 
longer, while still retaining in reserve 
the advantages of speed. In view of 
his observations and the experiments 
which have been going on abroad, es- 
pecially with British naval ships, the 
American expert finds that the results 
mark important progress for the ma- 
rine utrbine, and suggests that its use 
should be more general in the vessels 
He strong- 
ly recommends that hereafter turbines 
be installed in torpedo beats, destroy-. 
ers, scout cruisers and gunboats, add- 
ing: “Their use in such vessels and 
the experience gained therefrom will 
re doubt demonstrate the wisdom of 
fitling them in battieships and armored 
cruisers.” “York, Tribune.

The above outlines some of the 
weapons in the hands of the opposi- 
tion in its conflict with the crown.

which the opposition can force the 
crown to take some steps contrary 
ito the provisions of the Hungdrian 
Constitution, and the moment the 


crown should do this, the feeling of the 
whole country would rally to the side 
of the opposition. For the Constitu- 
tion must not be violated. The 
weapons of the crown against the 
opposition are limited; one of the 
strongest of them is to obstruct Par- 
liament, to make the country suffer 
from the ex legis condition in which 
Parliament and the crown are keep- 
ing it. The use of the weapons of the 
opposition will have and are having 
already a distressing effect on the. 
country at large, and when this effect 
is felt more seriously than it is to- 
day, it will then have to be made clear 
to what extent the country stands be- 
hind Parliament in its fight. 

The House has nullified the lex Dan- 
fel: it has declared Prémier Tisza and 
the members of his Cabinet to be par- 
liamentary outlaws, yet the Cabinet, in 
spite of its persistent prayer to the 
throne to be removed from office, is still 
there. The position of its members, and 
especially the Premier, is most un- 
pieasant, for they are continually sub- 
jected to the most severe criticism. Nor 
will the opposition stop with severe 
criticism. It is proposed to bring 
charges against the ministry on ac- 
count of alleged contravention of the 
law of 1899, under which treaty nego- 
tiations with foreign States can be 
undertaken only on the basis of the 
new autonomous tariff. (This tariff 
passed its third reading in the Aus- 
trian fower House May 12. To become 
effective it must be passed by the Hun- 
garian Paliament, which, of course, 
has not been done.) This law was 
broken by the Tisza Cabinet when 
the commercial treaties with Ger- 
many and Italy were closed last win- 
ter. Another charge to be brought 
against this same ministry is that of 
the non-observance of the law of 1867, 
under which Parliament cannot be dis- 
solved without first~having safeguard- 
ed the budget of the year previous to 
such dissolution. 


The strong card of the opposition js 


it feels the crown eventually will have 
to give way because no State can go 
on indefinitely without soldiers and 
with greatly-reduced revenues. The 
paasive resistance preached by Francis 
Kossuth, and the social and political 
boycotting of all men who come to the 
aid of the crown, are strong weapons. 
In the last week in May, the crown 
attempted to get through a ministry 
with Baron Gen. Fejervary as Premier, 
but the proposal was received with so 
much energetic opposition in Hungary 
that the attempt failed in Ms infancy, 
and the crown was reduced to trying 
to make the public believe it had 
mever really tried to build a Fejer- 
Cabinet.

Ih. view of this fact, it has been argued 
that the opposition should consider 
the position of its King, who, at the 
Same time, is Emperor of Austria, and 
reduce its demands to such an extent 
that they could be carried out during 
the next ten years. If this were done 
the opposition would get the admini«- 
tration of State affairs away from the 
oetested Tisza Cabinet. But it would 
appear that the opposition considers its 
peeition strong enough to force con- 
cessions which wil! not be given will- 
ingly, and that {it bas no intention of 
weakening or letting go. The advan- 
tages of its position today are too nu- 
merous for {tf to be willing to con- 
sider receding from the demands it is 
making upon the crown with the pur- 
pose and intention of safeguarding to 
Hungary her national existence against 
the possibie attacks of a man whom

DREDGER’S GREAT WORK. 
SAN PEDRO, July 2.—The giant 
government dredger San Pedro, built 
by the Elliott Machine Company, of 
Baltimore, ahd now in operation in 
the inner harbor, under the supervi- 
Sion of United States Assistant Engi- 
neer Robert A. Crawford, ts doing fine 
work and tearing great chunks of 
mud from the bottom of the harbor.

BEGUN AT LAST. 


LONG BEACH OFFICERS MAKE 
GOOD THEIR THREATS. 
Liquor-selling Joint Raided at Mid- 
night, and After Much Excitement 
Four Prisoners are Captured and 
Wagonload of Wet Goods Seized. 

Programme for Today. 


LONG BEACH, July 2.—The neigh- 
borhood of Pine avenue and Ninth 
Street was aroused last night by a 
mighty commotion of pattering hoofs 
and labored breathing, punctuated by 
commands to “halt.”” It was the finale 
of the first act in the effort of the law- 
abiding people to erase their only blot 
—the blind. pigs, which of late have 
been multiplying and running in al- 
most open defiance of law. They have 
“ecappers” on the ocean front who oblig- 
ingly tip all inquiring visitors to eligi- 
ble places where they can wet their 
whisties. The Marshal has expressed 
himseif as willing to enforce the law, 
but for unknown reasons the City 
Trustees have failed to back him up. 
‘Nearly a score of “blind pigs” are 
known to be in operation, some of them 
in the residence districts. 

During the past week complaints 
have been coming in from the neigh- 
borhood of the High School of the 
unusual crop of drunken men, and sus- 
picion gradually directed itself to a 
small frame cottage on. Ninth street, 
between Pine avenue and Laocust 
street and in the rear of the elegant 
bungalow reisdence of City Trustee R. 
8. Oakford. 3 

Express wagons made daily deliver- 
jes of boxes and barrels and the ice 
wagon also made frequent calls. Men 
were seen coming and going at all 
hours of the night, some of them help- 
lessly intoxicated. Trustee Oakford, 
chairman of the Police Committee, or- 
dered Officer Folsom to “pull the 
jofnt” as soon as he was sure of his 
game. 

Last night, shortly before midnight, 
Officer Folsom, Constable Lynne and 
Deputy. Constable Williams called at 
the place and frough a break in the 
curtain watched a poker game in 
progress and the serving of booze. 
They sauntered around to the rear 
and found a guard, who directed them 
to the front. Folsom 
went back to the front door, leaving 
Lynn on guard. The front door was 
forced by a pair of sturdy shoulders 
and six men found in the place. In 
the scrambie for safety, two got away 
in different directions, with Williams in 
pursuit. One man ran south through 
the alley, but the long-legged deputy 
overhauled him within a block. 

At the joint, there was an exciting 
scene. Folsom was left guarding five 
men, all wildly excited and eager for 
fight. The lookout in the rear had 
skipped, and while Lynn was watch- 
ing his flight two others broke out 
through the back door and escaped by 
breaking down a whole section of 
picket fence. One of them took a fly- 
ing leap over Trustee Oakford’s back 


| fence, alarming a flock of chickens, and 


woke up fhe neighborhood. Both men 
got away. This, with Williams's cap- 
ture, reduced the bag to four. The 
proprietor of the “blind pig.” B. F. 
iacas, was the one who escaped éwer 
the fence. 

Placing the prisoners tn the kitchen, 
the officers took an inventory of the 
spoils. The cottage has three rooms. 
In the front room was the poker ta- 
ble littered with chips and cards. In 
an adjoining room stood an open bar- 
rel of bottled beer, while an ice chest 
contained three dozen bottles. There 
were five demijohns of whisky and 
wine. 

One of the prisoners is H. A. Davies, 
better known as “Jake” Davies! a 
house mover and owner of the prop- 
erty. The others are John White, 
‘Leonard Baker and a stranger who is 
Slated as Richard Roe. The liquor was 
loaded into a wagon and carted to 
Recorder Chapman's office, where it 
Was sealed and marked for identifica- 
tion. Davies was released on $50 bail, 
but the other three are in jail. They 
will be ‘given a hearing tomorrow. 

As a result of the raid, Long Beach 
was very dry today and only the 
truly tried and faithful ones wére able 
to get drinks, and some of these were 
denied. In one joint which is a reg- 
ular Kansas “tiger,” with a dumb wait- 
er attachment, an attendant meets the 
seeker for wet gods with the laconic 
statement that there is “nothing do- 
ing no more.”
